The Birds of Helgoland. 


The island of Helgoland, a German 


aaval ytatiou lu the Xortu sea off the 
mouths of the Elbe and Weser, Is the 
most celebrated station in the world 
for the study of the migration of birds. 
This little island is hardly a hundred 
acres in extent, an isolated triangular 
rock of red sandstone, with perpendic- 
ular cliffs 200.or 30p feet in height'all 
around It. 
For the most part it Is 


cultivated, and its resident birds arc 
hardly more than a dozen species, but 
In .spring and autumn migrating bird* 
make it a resting place, and these are 
.watched for .and shot or trapped by al- 
most the whole population, and the re- 
sults .have been carefully chronicled 
for many years fey eminent ornitholo- 
gists. Tbe amazing thing is that as 
many species of birds have been ob- 
tained'in this minute islet as in any 
country in Europe, while tbe vast num-

I!..L. S.. his cousin, II. A. M. Stcveu- 
snn, .lames Waller Ferrier, who died 
young, affectionately 
commemoraled 


by Stevenson in prose. I absolve my- 
self from Ihe oath of secrecy and de- 
cline to indict upon myself the neces- 
sary tortures consequent upon my be: 


trayal. 


"The initials signify liberty, justice, 


reverence. The 'constitution' drafted 
by me and whole-heartedly accepted 
by Stevenson iwe were still in our 
tcensl Included, among other impor- 
tant objects, under the first head, 'the 
abolition of the hereditary privileges 
of the bouse of lords.' a phrase which 
occnsiouaily raised stumbling blocks 
In impassioned orations. 1 remember 
as If it were yesterday Stevenson's 
agonized face as he came to me with

As ye noysu approach- 
ed nerer the earth began to, shake. 
It was observed ye soniers for divers 
years togeatber after this earthquake 
were not so hot and seasonable for the 
ripening ot corn us formerly." 


Of the earthquakes recorded iriany 


were of greut severity. 
Some dam- 


aged houses aud churches, ripped up 
fences, closed old springs and opened 
new ones." At times the earthquakes 
came with such frequency as to make 
It appear the early setllers of this ru- 
ijiou suffered un epidemic ot them. 


The earthquake that destroyed Lis- 


bon In November, 1755. was feiD ii'ere, 
curiously enough. As if this were not 
enough three other shocks occurred the 
same week, all of greut severity.—Bos- 
ton Journal.
